Secrets of successful rose care in Southern California 
will be given at the eight free rose care demonstrations 
held annually in the Pageant of Roses Garden at Rose 
Hills Memorial Park. 

R. L. McNitt, Jr., president, 
announced yesterday that 
this year’s programs have 
been scheduled for 1:30 and 
2:45 p.m. on Saturdays, Jan.

Tax Facts Concerning Los Angeles County 
As Expressed by Dr. Felix J. Weil Series 


Supervisors Should Creote 
Tax Appeals Boards Now 
Port I 

The supervisors recently 
announced they “will tread 
very lightly In moving 
ahead with proposals to set 
up tax appeals boards. 
They may not create the 
boards before the 1963 dead¬ 
line, January 31, and fney 
may refuse to approve noti¬ 
fying assessees of their new 
assessments. 

Legally, the supervisors 
would be within their rights: 
both measures are permis¬ 
sive and independent from 
each other, but the super¬ 
visors repeatedly stated they 
would approve notification 
only if they ceased serving 
as board of equalization. 

They foresee many more 
equalization petitions from 
notification, whatever the 
method. Indeed, an increase 
is likely. But how many? 
We have no basis for an 
estimate. 

What are the reasons be¬ 
hind the supervisors’ second 
thoughts on the tax appeals 
boards? 

The official line, as laid 
down by some of the super¬ 
visors, may be summarized 
thus; 

(1) excessive cost; 

(2) The 1962 number of 
equalization hearings (1,076) 
was not high enough to be 
a burden to them so that 
they would not mind con¬ 
tinuing as board of equali¬ 
zation; this especailly as 
they said they expected the 
number of hearings to drop 
even more once assessment 
lists are published in the 
community newspapers; 

(3) the need to have Sec. 
1624, Rev. & Tax code, 
amended to spell out ap¬ 
peals boards members’ qual¬ 
ifications to prevent politi¬ 
cal appointments; and 

(4) the advisability of 
postponing changes of the 
appeals machinery until the 
impact of changes in assess¬ 
ment procedure made by the 
new asse.ssor is known. 

It is not to difficult to re¬ 
fute argument (1): “Exces¬ 
sive cost,’’ as a reason for 
reconsidering the tax ap¬ 
peals boards is not only be¬ 
lated. it is also quite un¬ 
convincing. 

After all, nothing what¬ 
ever that happened since 
the election could possibly 
have raised the cost of the 
new boards over what was 
foreseeable long before the 
measure went on the ballot. 

As a Long Beach news¬ 
paper stated: “If the tax ap¬ 
peals boards were a good 
idea before November 6, 
they ought still to be a good 
one now.” 

The supervisors’ reluc¬ 
tance began after Chief Ad¬ 
ministrative Officer L. S. 
Hollinger’s November 1 esti¬ 
mate of the total cost at 
$573,134. 

Indeed, this—if correct- 
might be called excessive. 
However, Mr. Hollinger ad¬ 
mitted to me that his report 
was hurriedly put together 
and “more a guess than an 
estimate.” 

It assumes — admittedly 
arbitrarily—hearings would 
increase to 5,000 from 1,076 
in 1962, and contains other 
debatable pre-suppositions. 

But the estimate allocates 
only $23,251 for 15 members 
of tax appeals boards at the 
highest county rate of $50 
a day. 

When the matter was dis¬ 
cussed in the “Committee 
for Proposition 15,” on which 
I served, we all agreed that 
their per diem ought to be 
at least $100 to approach the 
fees for similar services in 
professional life. 

The usual county com¬ 
missions meet once or twice 
a month. Such work can be 
fitted into everybody’s 
schedule. A tax appeals 
board member, however 
must pledge to serve full 
time continuously for up to 
31 working days in July and 
August. This entirely new 
kind of civic service de¬ 
mands indeed a higher com¬ 
pensation. 

On many other items, 
however, the estimate was 
too high, in my opinion, al¬ 
though I cannot prove this. 
Neither can Mr. Hollinger 
prove the accuracy of his 
assumptions. 

Of his “educated guess of 
$573,134, the bulk—$481,080

I certainly dio not want to 
imply his staff intentionally 
provided exaggerated fig¬ 
ures. But Mr. Quinn openly 
opposed Proposition 15. 

I can only wonder what 
“guesses” his state would 
have made had he happened 
to favor Proposition 15. 

Because of many criti¬ 
cisms, Mr. Hollinger was re¬ 
cently asked by the super¬ 
visors to revise his estimate. 
But even the revised report, 
made less hurriedly and 
wifn the new assessor’s as¬ 
sistance, will have to be 
pure speculation: how many 
petitions will be filed in 
1963, if notification is made 
and the tax appeals boards 
are created, remains any¬ 
one’s guess. 

By postponing the tax ap¬ 
peals boards to January of 
another year, nothing would 
be gained. At the end of 
1963 or 1964, the expected 
number of inquries and pe¬ 
titions after creation of the 
boards and notification 
could not bo predicted any 
better than now. 

Furthermore, the question 
of cost appears now less im¬ 
portant as additional funds 
seem no longer to be re¬ 
quired. 

By not reappointing some 
700 door-to-door canvassers, 
the new assessor will save 
about $1.2 million. This 
would more than suffice for 
a re-appropriation for tax 
appeals boards and notifica¬ 
tion. 

To refute arguments (2) 
and (3) is ea.sy: I readily 
believe the relatively low 
number of equalization 
hearings in 1962 was no 
burden to the supervisors, 
as argument (2) holds. In¬ 


deed, in 1962 there were only 
half as many hearings as 
in 1960. 

But docs that mean that 
everyone was happy assess- 
mentwise? No; the taxpay¬ 
ers had abandoned hope to 
get fair treatment from the 
supervisors. The size of the 
vote for Watson and the tax 
appeals boards proves that 
many were dissatisfied 
enough to want fundamen¬ 
tal reforms. 

Argument (3) is a more 
subterfuge. On October 10, 
1962, Supervisor Debs an¬ 
nounced, with the approval 
of all supervisors except Mr. 
Hahn (who differed only on 
procedural details) that they 
pledged themselves to nom¬ 
inate only ^ople within 
seven categories of qualifi¬ 
cations. 

But these could be spelled 
out in the ordinance cre¬ 
ating the tax appeals boards, 
and later be written into the 
law. There is not the slight¬ 
est need to wail for amend¬ 
ment of the statute.

Makes annual Work Report 


In the annual report of 
ment, it showed that a total 
made with a total of 79 
made. 

In all phases of the fire 
department work, a total of 
2,245 man - hours of work 
were participated in, with 
most of the hours used in 
inspection and fire preven¬ 
tion duties. 

Some of the highlights of 
the year’s activity were the 
travel of 4,705 miles during 
the year on fire prevention 
vehicles; promoting Junior 
Fire Marshal program; Fire 
Prevention Week activities 
in the schools and organiza¬ 
tions, attending conferences 
and planning meetings and 
assisting in the conviction of 
the aronist who set the Si¬ 
erra Madre brush fire of 
October, 1961. 

Out of the 934 calls made, 
inspections by Engine Com¬ 
pany personnel topped the 
list at 364. Inspections and 
re - inspections totaled 208 
each and the balance was 
business license inspection, 
permits, miscellaneous, fire 
drills, talks and films and 
public relations visits. 

Six hundred sixty-one res¬ 
idential calls wore made and 
86 non-residential, such as 
schools, hospital and .sani¬ 
tarium calls; 51 calls to mer¬ 
cantile and manufacturing. 
113 to miscellaneous and 2.3 
to non-occupancies, such as 
parking lots, vacant lots, 
etc. 

Actions of the department 
.show that oral recommen¬ 
dations made totaled 30; 
first violation notices, .55. 
Dispo.sed of without action 
were 214 calls. Court action 
instituted was 1. Court ap¬ 
pearances totaled 6, and 
convictions of arson, misde-

meanors, were 2. 

Incendiaries checked to¬ 
taled 10 and injuries to fire¬ 
men totaled 5. Six miscella¬ 
neous permits were issued 
and 8 fire permits.

The fine work of the Sierra 
Madre Fire Department has 
saved many a fire over the 
year 1962.
